Macon, Ga., September 26.—(Special.)—Ma- 
con Irishmen are not represented in per- 
son at the Irish national convention in 
session in Chicago, but they are there in 
spirit and feeling.

England will, sooner or later, be- 
come involved in war with some of the 
great powers of Europe, and then will be 
Ireland's time fo rise up against England, 
assert her rights and obtain her freedom. 
England will be glad to give Ireland what 
she demands in the hope and with the pur- 
pose of getting Ireland to help her whip 
the foreign foe.”’ 

Hugh McKervey says the downfall of 
England is sure to come. “Stripped of 
her_ provinces or colonies, England would 
amount to little. She must soon con- 
front the great eastern question and Tur- 
key will be the bone of contention. Rus- 
sia, Germany, France, England and other 
kingdoms will engage in a great conflict 
and then will be Ireland’s time. Eng- 
land will waht, and ask the aid of Ireland, 
in order to help maintain English suprem- 
acy, and [Ireland will be granted her inde- 
pendence as the price of her assistance. 
Parnell was a good man and TIreland’s 
greatest parliamentary leader. Constitu- 
tional agitation under him failed and it 
can never win Ireland’s independence.”’ 

John M. Daly says: “The movement in- 
augurated yesterday at Chicago is destined 
to grow and demonstrates the belief that 
Ireland’s freedom can never come through 
the ballot box. Bulfets are more potent 
than ballots. Il hope to live to see the 
day when Emmet’s epitaph shall be writ- 
ten and England’s blood-stained battle 
fiag is torn down at Dublin castle.’’ 

Dennis Keating says: “‘The Chicago con- 
vention sounds the key note of the hopes 
of every trve Irishman. Iengland may 
laugh now about this agitation in Amer- 
ica, but she will soon realize that she 
means Ireland’s rescue from bondage. All 
confidence in legislative enactments are 
over. This died with the retirement of 
Parnell and Gladstone from the stage of 
action.”’ 


AGAINST OPEN WAR. 


Augusta Irishmen Believe in Being 
Prepared for an Emergency. 


Augusta, Ga., September 26.—(Spocial.)— 
Augusta has some very loyal and sturdy 
Irishinen among her citizens; men who 
leng to see Ireiand free, and would gladly 
contribute in any Way to accomplish the 
desired result. But they do not sympa- 
thize with the warlike declarations of the 
Chicago meeting. 

Mr. Alex. Gouvley, who has for ‘years 
been a prominent officer in the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, says the Parnell 
policy is the right one, and the very fact 
that the Irish people repudiated even so 
great a leader as Parnell when he became 
embroiled in social scandal, only zgocs to 
prove that Irishmen deserve to be frét. 
Their reverence for virtue, their courage 
and their loyalty must triumph after a 
while. 

“But,” said he, “constitutional agita- 
tion is the proper course. It has accom- 
plished much already and it is still power- 
ful. The trouble is that Irishmen in Ire- 
land are divided among themselves. Had 
the Chicago meeting said to Ireland: ‘Get 
together at home and agree emong your- 
selves on the course to be pursued, and 
rest assured that Irish-Americans stand 
ready at all times to give you,moral and 
financial support. Keep stout hearts and 
never give up the fight for freedom; agi- 
tate, agitate, and count on us always till 
Ireland is free.’ Such a deliverance would 
have beén of great value, and would have 
given impetus to the Irish ¢ause. but 
Finerty and his crowd at Chicago belong 
to the party of physical force and, not to 
speak trivially of a great subject, their 
war talk under existing circumstances is 
simply rot.”

Sentiment is considerably divided among 
them in regard to Chairman John F. Fin- 
erty’s proposition to organize the young 
Irish-Americans into a standing army so 
that they may be ready at any time to 
strike for liberty for Ireland. 

“TI keep pretty well up with Irish af- 
fairs,’’ said Thomas Farhy, one of the lead- 
ing dry goods merchants of the city, ‘“‘but I 
am not prepared to express an opinion on 
that subject. I will just gay that I take 
no stock in it.’’ 

“T have made three trips to Ireland since 

I left there,’’ said James Douglass, one of 
the leading horse dealers 6f this city, ‘‘and 
I find that Ireland has f@ better govern- 
ment than any in the world under Britisn 
rule, except the United States. I do not 
believe in that standing army movement. 
in America.” 
- “I am an American citizen,” said M. D. 
McOsker, through an Irishnran by blood, 
“and while I sympathize with-Ireland, still 
I do not believe in that business of or- 
ganizing a standing army by Irishmen in 
America.”’ 

“That movement, I am afraid;” said 
Samuel Carnochan, one of the oldest citi- 
zens of Rome, “is a scheme to make mon- 
ey and catch the popular vote.” 

“It is all well enough to talk,”’ remark- 
ed Hugh Givens, superintendent of the 
street department, ‘‘but I hardly think it 
could be a success. Even if they were to 
Organize this government could not let 
them go out under the laws of nations. 
I don’t believe it is feasible.” . 

“I am in favor of anything for Irish lib- 
erty,’’ said ’Squire A. D. Hardin, “and I 
would be glad to see ahy movement in 
that direction.” “- Palen

‘SAYS HE MEANT WELL 


Duke of Cambridge Speaks of His 
Service in the Army. 


DEFENDS HIS OWN COURSE 


He Holds That Members of the Royal 
Family Are Useful. 


BELIEVES THEY SHOULD HAVE A CHANCE 


If They Are Fit To Hold Office and 
Competent To Draw Salary 
Give Them a Show.

London, September 26.—The duke of Cam- 
bridge, whose retirement as commander in 
chief of the forces was recently announced, 
and who was succeedea by Lord Wolseley, 
matie a long speech at a iuncheon which 
was given in his honor today in Edinburgh. 
He began his remarks by referring to the 
cSarge that he had opposed all changes that 
had been suggested in connection with the 
army. This charge he denied, mainiaining 
that, en the contrary, he had always led 
in making changes that tended to add to 
the efficiency of the British troops. He 
said he regretted to havé seen latterly that 
a strong notion existed that a member of 
the royal family was uot fitted for the 
chief command of the army. He held that 
a royal person could be placed, without nec- 
essarily considering his high degree, in any 
position for which he might be found to 
be fitted. He would not say that he was 
pacticularly fit for the position he had 
filled for thirty-nine years. He had filled 
it as best he could and had got more than 
his share of the criticism that always fell 
to great public officials. 

When a member of the royal family was 
found fit for his position, he continued, the 
public ought to be delighted to see him so 
placed. If he had gone about for thirty- 
nine years twirling his fingers and smoking 
cigars in the streets of London the people 
would not have thought much of him. He 
could have gone on muoh longer working at 
his post, but it had been thought advisable 
that others should follow him. He only 
‘hoped that his suecessors would end their 
careers feeling as much sentiment toward 
their office as he experienced at that mo- 
ment. He had been consoled by the knowl- 
edge that he had done his duty in such a 
way that the army and the whole couniry 
had been satisfied. A feature of the mon- 
archical principle was that those in the 
highest positions, besides doing their duty 
to the state, were bound to be useful mem- 
bers of society. In accordance with this 
rule he had never neglected the civil du- 
ties falling to a person in his position. 

The duke of Cambridge was frequently 
interrupted by cheers during the delivery 
of his speech, which has created a sensa- 


tien as an unexpected and outspoken vale- 
dictory. 


FROM JAPAN AND CHINA. 


Japan Building Warships—The Cheng- 
Tu Inquiry. 

Vancouver, B. C., September 26.—The 
steamship Empress of India arrived here 
Tuesday evening, eleven days from Yoko- 
hama. She had a light list of passengers, 
among them being A. R. Whitney, Jr., of 
New York, who has been in Japan making 
a bid for the-.construction of the several 
new warships required there. Judge Bart- 
, lett, of the supreme court of New York, 
‘is also a passenger and with him is W. B. 
Davenport, a‘ New York lawyer. Advices 
by mail from Japan indicate a decrease in 
the number of cases of cholera, the num- 
ber of new cases in Tokio daily having de- 
creased from forty or fifty to nineteen. 
Before the ship sailed from Yokohama the 
disease had almost disappeared and ma- 
rines are now freely allowed ashore there.

The Irish wouid 
stand no chance in such a fight and he be- 
lieved the movement a bluff. 

Captain Reuben Nickerson thought such 
a movement not only foolish but danger- 
ous. He said: “We are at peace with 
England and nothing in the case justifies 
such conduct as that at Chicago. Two 
great protestant nations like America and 
England should not suffer strained rela- 
tions on account of such movements.”’ 

Captain J. J. C. McMahan said he was 
an Irish sympathizer and believed in uni- 
versal freedom but could not indorse such 
& movement as that proposed to raise arms 
and the like in America in time of peace 
and before even Ireland herself had declar- 
ed war against England. 

On the whole the settlement here is 
favorable to the Irish cause but not to their 
Chicago meeting.

AN EXCESS OF RECEIPTS 


Over Expenditures So Far This 
Month. 

Washington, September 2%.—All_ the 
heavy expenditures of the treasury for 
this month have now been paid and today 
for the first time the figures show a slight 
excess of receipts for the month. The ex- 
cess is only $112,744, but it is expected that 
by October ist the excess will reach 
$2,500,000 and the deficit for the present 
fiscal year, which is now $13,000,000, will be 
reduced to $10,500,000. The receipts, how- 
ever, are running below those of last 
month, principally in internal revenue. As 
October is an interest-paying month it is 
anticipated that the expenditures for that 


$8,000,000 to $9,000,000. The annual interest 
charge at the present rate of recsipts is 
over 10 per cent of the revenues of the 
government.

Trenton, N. J., September 26.—The demo- 
cratic state convention met here today toe 
nominate a candidate for governor. Allen 
McDermott, chairman of the state com- 
mittee, called the convention to order at 
12:30 o’clock. Samuel Kalisch, of Newark, 
a wel-known criminal lawyer, was made 
temporary chairman. Business was put 
through with dispatch, the speech-making 
and appointment of committees being con- 
cluded by 1 o’clock when a recess was 
taken until 2 o’clock. 

Business was resumed at 2:30 o’clock with 
Judge Howard Carrow, of Camden, as per- 
manent chairman. Promptness was again 
the order. The platform was presented, 
read and adopted unanimously. Then 
there was some talk as to whether the 
new state committee or the gubernatorial 
candidates should first be nominated. The 
point was settled in favor of making the 
nomination. But two names were placed 
before the convention, Chancellor McGill 
and Augustus W. Cutter. McGill was

Chancellor Alexander McGill is a Penn- 
sylvanian by birth and fifty-one years of 
age. He graduated from Princeton college 
in 1864, and two years later from Columbia 
law school, New York. He has been a 
member of the bar since 1867. He was 
counsel for the city cf Bayanne in 1874 and 
1875, and during the 
member of the house of assembly from tne 
old first district of Hudson county« He 
was later made prosecutor of the pleas in 
Hudson county and also judge. He was 
appointed chancellor by Governor Green, 
in March 1887, and reappointed last year 
by Governor Werts. It is said that he 
will resign the chancellorship in order to 
be free to take the stump.

To a reporter 
for The Evening Telegram he said:

If the democrats are to win 
some common ground must be selected cn 
which all democrats of Illinois can stand. 
I don’t believe that there is a democrat 
in the state who desires a silver dollar to 
be worth less than a gold dollar. I confess 
that I don’t want to see such a condition 
of affairs. We cannot get along well with- 
out the gold and silver as money. And they 
should be equal in value for purposes of 
trade and commerce and the payment of 
debts. I don’t want to see either metal 
lose its value as an article of exchange 
for commercial purposes, but the absniute 
equality of the. dollar unit should be miain- 
tained «at all hazards. I want to see a 
broader basis for actual money than that 
which would be furnished by either one of 
the metals. One metai alone will not be 
sufficient.’”’

After a Hot Debate in South Carolina’s 
Convention. 

Columbia,’S. C., September 26.—The time 
in the constitutional- convention wags oc- 
cupied nearly all today with the section 
of the article on municipal corporations 
giving the corporations right to exempt 
taxation of manufactories to be hereafter 
established, with a capital of not less than 
$16,000. The fight was a hot,one and caused 
some curious divisions, Senator Tillman 
leading the conservatives and republicans 
and minority reformers in favor of the sec- 
tion, while Senator Irby and other promi- 
nent reform leaders were foremost in at- 
tacking it. The result of it was that the 
section was sustained by a majority of one 
vote. 

An attempt to amend another section of 
the same article by making capital stock 
of banks subject to municipal taxation was 
defeated. 

At the session tonight most of the muni- 
cipal corporation articles were adcpted. 


and the section regarding the municipal in- 
debtedness was continued until tomorrow 
for revision and amendment. The legisla- 
tive article was read over tonight and will 
be considered tomorrow if it can be 
reached. 

From the present rate of progress the 
convention is likely to be in session at 
least three weeks longer. The committees 
on new counties and on the suffrage are 
hopelessly dead-locked, having been acci- 
dentally composed of twelve members 
each. In each of them there are directly 
cpposing reports signed by six members. 
These will both cause hot fights.

GOOD FOR THE SOUTH. 


Furnaces Blowing in and Mills Paying 
Good Dividends. , 

Baltimore, September 2%.—Keports to The 
Manufacturers’ Record show that the list 
of new enterprises projected in the south 
during the paSt week was somewhat less 
than for several preceding weeks, but this 
does not indicate any slackening in the 
geieral industrial advancement of this sec- 
tion. The fertilizer combination, which has 
been formed to include eight of the ieading 
fertilizer manufacturers in Virginia and 
North Carolina, will have a capitai stock of 
$6.5,00. It is intended by this combina- 
tion to operate all of the plants which are 
included in it, but it is hcped to reduce the 
cost of production very materially. Cotton 
mill enterprises include a 15,99 spindie mill 
at LaGrauge, Ga., for which bids are being 
invited, and the decision of a miil at An- 
Gerzon, SS. C., to doubfe its capacity by 
adding 18,40 svindies—the increase to be 
made iargeiy out of surplus earnings after 
having declared good dividends. A Wil- 
mingten miil will add 3 looms. Among 
other enterprises reported for the week 
were a knitting mitl and wood-working 
plant in Georgia; the proposed deveiop- 
ment by western capitalists of 190,000 acres 
of timber, coal and oil lands in Kentucky 
and Tennessee; a thirty-ton cotton seed oil 
mill and @%-barrel oil refinery and an ice 
plant in Louisiana, iron foundry, water- 
works and $5*%},#0 irrigation company in 
Texas, and miscellaneous enterprises in 
other states. 

Iron interests continue very active, but 
a number of furnaces which would go into 
blast under the present high prices of iron 
are unable to do so on account of ina- 
bility to secure ore and coke on short no- 
tice, the output of mines now in operation 
being fuliy absorbed by the furnaces in 
blast. During the week one furnace ai 
Middiesborough was blown in, and another 
furnace at the same place will probably 
start within a few weeks, to be followed 
later by the large steel works which were 
built in connection with these furnaces 
just before the Baring failure.

He Sooked 
like he might be a yankee captain. 
it was Captain Andrews. His beard 
and hair were very black, and his 
eyes, as i remember, gray. He wore a dark 
blue cap and was genteel in his manner. 
He asked meif I was engineer that morn- 
ing, and I told him I was; then he asked 
me to join him in a drink. As I entered 
the saloon there were about twenty men 
inside, all dressed in confederate gray. 
Ancrews told me he was taking them to 
Beauregard to fight the yankees. I started 
out and the boys all followed me up the 
track and cifmbed into the third box car, 
but I didn’t see them. I blew my whistle to 
loose brakes, received the signal from Con- 
Ccuctor Fuller to go ahead, and pulled out 
for Big Shanty.

We were running un 
so fast that we were all thrown headlong 
into the ditch. We gathered ourselves to- 
gether somehow, pulled the car back on 
the track and were off again for Etowah. 

“Here we found the Yonah, but she was 
so gummed up with mud that we couldn’t 
make much better time with her than we 
had done with the handcar. Irun her up to 
Cartersville, where more men joined us and 
on to Rogers station, where we took on 
wood and water. Here we learned they 
had taken on one-eighth of a é¢ord of 
wood for the General. At Kingston they 
had to meet two down freights on schedule 
time. The engineer of the first train was 
a bit suspicious of Andrews and asked 
where Jeff Cain was. Andrews told him I 
was behind, coming with another engine— 
he didn’t know he spoke the truth that 
time. He said he was carrying ammuni- 
tion to Beauregard to fight the yanks.

A BANK SUSPENDS. 


It Is a Small New Orleans Concern 
Doing but Little Business. 


New Orleans, September 26.—The New Or- 
leans Co-operative Banking Association an- 
nounced its suspension today. It was a 
smail concern with an authorized capital of 
$100,000 and began business in January, 1891. 
The shares were $25 each. The special co- 
operative feature provided that any person 
desiring to become a member of the associ- 
ation must address a demand for specific 
credit.to the president, who referred it to 
a committee of the directors. Upon a fa- 
vorable T@port the applicant was admitted 
as a member with such credit as the com- 
mittee recommended. Upon becoming a 
member in proportion to the number of 
shares held, credit was allowed, the mini- 
mum on his own signature being $100, the 
maximum $1,000. It is to this credit to 
members that the suspension is attributed. 
No bank here looses anything by the sus- 
pension. The'depositors, however, will all 
be paid in full in thirty or sixty days. The 
failure is really of no importance to the 
commercial world. The amount of liabil- 
ities could not be ascertained, but it can- 
not be great, as the association did little 
business.

A VERDICT FOR $2,000 


The Consolidated Company Suffers in the 
Garnett Arnold Case. 


T. A. HAMMOND COMPLIMENTED 


Judge Van Epps Spoke Very Highly 
' of His Arguments—The Cun- ~ 
ningham Will Case. 


~ 

A verdict in the suit of Garnett Arnold 
against the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company was found yesterday morning 
with the result of $2,000 awarded to the 
plaintiff for damages for the killing of his 
child. 

The suit has been in hearing for several 
days and has been the occasion of much 
comment. Able attorneys were engaged 
on both sides and the suit was fought both 
Ways to the very end. The case was that 
of a suit for the loss of services of a minor 
child, who was killed by the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company on June 
4, 18H, on. Pryor street. The father alleged 
that the child was of great value to him, 
as he rendered valuable service in domestic 
affairs; that he could water the front yard, 
build fires, sew on the sewing machine, 
run on errands and in various ways assist 
its mother in her household duties and 
that the value of its services was $1 per 
week, 

The street railway company, by its at- 
torneys, N. J. & T. A. FHiammond, de- 
murred to the declaration on the ground 
that no cause of action was set out. The 
opening argument on this point was made 
by Mr. T. A. Hammond, Jr. 

After hearing from both sides fully Judge 
Van Epps overruled the demurrer, and in 
doing so took occasion to pay a high com- 
pPliment to Mr. T. A. Hammond, Jr. He 
said: 

‘Before rendering a formal decision I 
desire to state from the bench what I con- 
sider to be an execution of a public. duty. 
it has been my pleasure on various oc- 
casions to recognize meritorious services 
on the part of counsel, particularly if there 
has been an exhibition of efficiency on the 
part one of the younger members of the 
bar. ‘ihe members of the bar are, in point 
of fact, officers of court, Their functions 
are in a decided sense public functions, I 
have come to think that a word of en- 
couragement spoken to one, even if a pub- 
lic officer, when it has been shown that he 
has in a meritorious way discharged his 
public duty, is not simply a pleasurable 
thing, but that it may tend to act as a 
stimulant for prompt and better work in 
the future. It has not been my pleasure 
during my long tenure of this office to 
hear an abler argument than that pre- 
sented to this court, in this case, inade 
by our younger brother Hammond. With- 
out dispatagement to the efforts of other 
counsel engaged in the case on both sides, 
which deserves Kindly recognition from 
the bench, I may be permitted to say that 
for clearness of reason, precision of state- 
ment and for evidence of research I have 
not heard a better argument from any law- 
yer since I have been on this _bencir. It 
was an argument that would have done 
credit to an aged and experienced lawyer.” 

The counsel for the plaintiff in the case 
were Messrs. Arnold & Arnold and Messrs. 
B. o:. & C.. DB. Hel. 

Courthouse Cullings.

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TO INCREASE ITS CAPITAL. 


Illinvis Central Directors To Hold a 
Meeting for That Purpose. , 

Chicago, September 26.—There is much 
speculation in railroad and stock circles 
over the Illinois Central directors’ call for 
a special meeting of the stockholders of 
that company to be held November 2¢th, 
for the purpose of passing on a proposi- 
tion to increase their capital stock from 
thirty to fifty millions. The use to which 
the directors will put these enormous sums 
of money is generally Known, although no 
information on the subject would be fur- 
nished the United Press at the general of- 
fices of the company. It is known, how- 
ever, that $6,000,000 of the amount will be 
asked for to pay for the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Southwestern road, a recently acquir- 
ed extension, and for the purpose of tak- 
ing care of the company’s other southern 
extensions. It is also proposed to use be-

Ottawa, Ont., September 26.—The delay 
of Premier Greenway in replying to the 
order of the Dominion government of July

go in compromising the Manitoba school 
case, has been accepted by Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell as a refusal to act.

But it is fashionable to denounce 
Chauvinism and jingoism. Chauvinism 
comes from the name of the old soldier, 
Nicholas Chauvin, who fought with Na- 
poleon. He was covered with scars and 
he was always talking about the past 
glories of France. The younger gener- 
ation laughed at him, and in time all 
war talk in France came to be called 
Chauvinism. Jingoism comes from the 
song: 

We do no want to fight, but, by jingo, if 


we do, 
We have the ships, we have the men, 


And we have the money, too. 

In America it is. called jingoism to 
say that the American policy should pre- 
vail: that other countries shall not cut 
us off from foreign trade; that we must 
control the Nicaragua canal; that our 
citizens abroad must be protected, and 
that Spain must not turn Cuba into a 
slaughter pen. 

If this is American jingoism, Colonel 
Anderson says that, by jingo, he is a 
jingo, and the masses will share his 
sentiment. It is refreshing to find a 
gallant soldier and a Son of the Revolu- 
tion speaking out in this fashion. 
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This Verdict Will Stand.

We trust that it will be successful to the 
end, and that it may be the means of ad- 
vancing the material and moral interests of 
all who come within its influence. 

The new spirit of progress and enter- 
prise which has taken possession of the 
south is manifesting itself in ways that 
afford unfeigned gratification to every pa- 
triotic American.

It required pluck for the ruined con- 
federates to seek their fortunes in the 
enemy's country, and it required excep- 
tional ability to succeed. Whether 
abroad or at home, the veterans have 
made a wonderful record. Instead of 
sulking and repining, or looking for casy 
jobs, they rolled up their sleeves after 
Appomattox and took the lead in the 
material development of their section. 
They are still on deck—these gray- 
haired heroes—and the youngster who 
thinks that they lag superfluous will 
find himself mistaken. 

The old confederate still remains a 
positive factor of our social, political 
and business life, and it will be a long 
time before he will be a back number. 
He is able to hold his own in Wall street 
or on a Texas ranch, and if Cuba needs 
his aid he will show that he can wield 
a sword as vigorously as in the old days. 

The toast of every genuine American 
shoukl be: “The old confederate, God 
bless him; he’s as strong for the union 
today as any man in it.”

And it is needless to say 
that the southern children will be taught 
that their fathers fought for what they 
believed to be right.

And suddenly in the midst 
of an outburst before which the impas- 
sioned Orpheus would have gone green 
with envy, and the corpses of dead trouba- 
dours turned in their deflowered graves, 
Colonel Watterson released a sob that made 
the platform quake and went to weeping 
like an improved and surcharged Niobe.

He gulped and tried again, but vainly. 
The proceedings ended in a splash.’’

COTTON AND PRICES. 
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Colonel W. W. Gordon, of Savannah, 
Reviews the Situation. 

rom The Savannah Press. 
 aaee W. W. Gordon, one of the most 
successful cotton commission merchants in 
Savannah, who is thoroughly identified 
with the cotton interest, has just returned 
from an extended trip,to Europe, during 
which time he looked carefully into the con- 
dition of business affairs, and in an inter- 
view in The Savannah News gives some in- 
teresting information. Colonel Gordon is 
noted for his excelient judgment and strong 
conservative views, and, therefore, his 
opinions will have more than ordinary 
weight. Colonel Gordon expresses a very 
hopeful view of the business situation, both 
at home and abroad, especially as relates 
to the cotton market: 

“Conditions are much improved, both at 
home and abroad, as compared with a year 
ago,” he said. “The English. spinners are 
in’ much better condition now than they 
were then, and are hopeful of a still great- 
er improvement in the trade. The condi- 
tions surrounding the English spinners for 
the last year have been peculiar, and have 
placed them at a disadvantage, as com- 
pared with both the American and conti- 
nental spinners. Both the American and 
continental spinners are in splendid condi- 
tion after a very successful year, and are 
able to take large stocks of cotton. it is 
their good condition, rather than that of 
the Engtish spinners, which inclines me to 
take a very hopeful view of the situation. 
Even at the same prices which prevailed 
last year the cotton growers would be in 
much better condition this year, because 
the closest economy has been practiced in 
producing the crop and the cost to the 
farmer has been less. With the much bet- 
ter prices prevailing now the prospects for 
the southern farmers are really very bright. 
Neal, of New Orleans, upon whom the Eng- 
lish people chiefly rely for their statistics, 
has estimated the crop this year at 8,000,000 
bales. The belief at New York and through- 
out the south generally is that the crop will 
fall under 8,000,000, and that it will be 7,500,- 
000 bales or less. If this proves to be the 
case prices will almost curtail advances. 
Cotton always pours in rapidly, however, 
during September and October, whether the 
crop is large or small, and it will hardly 
be foreseen before November if the crop is 
to be a small one.

Speculative cir- 
cles in England are daft just now on the 
subject of African gold mines. An im- 
mense amount of money is being invested 
for the development of these properties 
and fortunes are being made by promoters. 
The majority of investors will have a large 
stock of experience to show for their 
money. 


We Should Help Cuba.

The recent proclamation of the Spanish 
government, placing the Cuban patriots 
upon the same footing as “incendiaries, 
assassins and brigands,”’, has made Ameri- 
can public opinion more acutely sympa- 
thetic with the insurgent islanders than 
ever. That proclamation is meant to justi- 
fy the butchery of Cubans taken prisoners 
in war. It implies that the Spanish sol-

The bolt of the Grace-Fairchild element

He believes that Whii- 
rey can carry New York over any repub- 
lican living .He further believes that all 
factions and elements in the democratic 
party in New York, as well as the inde- 
pendents, will be for Whitney both for the 
nomination and in the election. 


At the Victoria hotel in London several

The Japanese newspapers are complain- 
ing because their shrewd merchants and 
traders allowed this clever American to 
forestall them. But the Japs, while smart, 
haven't yet reached the standard of Amer-

And, by the way, I have it from Shang- 
hai that an American company is to be 
granted the first concession to build a rail- 
road in China. The road will. prohably be 
between Shanghai and Pekin, a distance 
of some 300 miles; through a country in- 
habited by not less than 12,000,000 people.

The Police Commissioners Dismissed the 
Pinkerton Man Yesterday. 


WILL GET ANOTHER MAN 
dnctnsinminninatiain 
Conway Dismissed from the Force Af- 
teg Ten Days’ Service Recause He 
Is a Pinkerton Detective.

Just one little ripple disturbed the even 
flow of discussion at the meeting of the 
police board yesterday afternoon. That 
single interference occurred when one of 
the commissioners told another that he 
didn’t care anything about his opinion on 
the matter under consideration. 

Mr. Venable and Mr. Brotherton were 
discussing the legal phage of the matter of 
the employment of the Pinkerton detec- 
tive. The exchange of ideas at one time 
bordered on the interesting. Mr. Venable 
said that his mind was perfectly clear on 
the matter and that his opinion was yosi- 
tive, or words to that effect. Mr. Broth- 
erton said that didn’t care anything ebout 
Mr. Venable’s opinion. 

That slight ripple was all that sustained 
the spicy reputation of the board at its 
meeting yesterday afternoon. The mecting 
passed off in the most harmonious manner, 
at least it looked that way to the observ- 
ers. The old troubles and dissentions were 
.not resurrected and the hatchet + 6s al- 
lowed to remain buried, the expe tations 
of those present to the contrary. The 
board transacted its business and ad- 
journed within an. hour. 

The meeting was a special one. Jt was 
called by Chairman Johnson to take place 
at 4 o’clock, but yesterday morning the 
hour was changed to 2 o’clock at the re- 
quest of a gumber of the board. ‘The only 
matter acted on was the consideration of 
the question raised by the Federation of 
Trades as to the employment of a Pinker- 
ton detective by the city. 

After a general discussion of the rnatter 


tee and its attorney, the board wunani- 
mously adopted a resolution declaring Mr. 
Conway, the Pinkerton man in qvestion, 
dismissed from the service of the city. 
The action was taken on the ground that 
the Pinkerton detective, under the title, 
was distasteful to a large class of the 
people. It was stated that the fight was 
not aimed at Mr. Conway personally but 
against him because he belonged to the 

Pinkerton detective agency. 

The labor men claim that the Pinkerton 
detective agency is the avowed enemy of 
organized labor. They say that the inker- 
tons have always exerted their power to 
cripple the success of organized labor and 

that there can be no peace between the 
labor organizations and the Pinkertons. 
Acting on that view of the matter the local 
labor organization, the Federation of 
Trades, took the recent.employment of a 
Pinkerton man by the police board under 
consideration and set about an effort to 
have him- discharged. In that effort they 
were successful yesterday. Without a 
murmur of dissent, when it came to vot- 
ing, six members of the board of com- 
missioners, the full board, said “‘yes,’’ to 
a question which cut off Mr. Conway’s offi- 
cial head. With one fell swoop the de- 
claration was made that a Pinkerton man 
could not work here. 
The Action Was Expected. 

The action of the board was rot unex- 
pected. It had been whispered about that 
the Pinkerton man would be dismissed. 
The labor committee appeared to feel con- 
fident of the matter. 
chairman, and its attorney, Mr. Burton 
Smith, said very little, stating that they 
would leave the matter with the’ board, 
feeling confident that the laws would be 
observed and the Pinkerton ™man dis- 
missed. 

Chairman Johnson opened the meeting 
by stating the object. The call forthe 
meeting was read. Mr. M. B. Morrison, 
chairman of the Federation committee, 
made a few remarks explaining the objec- 
tion of the labor men to the Pinkertons. 
He was followed by Mr. Smith. Messrs. 
Blount, Teat and President Riley, of the 
Federation, and Captain D. M. Vining, rep- 
resenting the Order of Railroad Conduc- 
tors, and other labor men were present 
when the meeting was called to order. 

The City Liable for Salary. 

After considerable discussion Mr. Venas 
ble offered a resolution which declared Mr. 
Conway dismissed from the force. Jhe 
resolution was discussed: by every mem- 
ber of the board and then adopted unan- 
imously.

Mr. Conway is a young man, but has 
been in the service of the Pinkertons for 
many years and is considered one of the 
best men in the service of that agency.

Begin This Evening. 
RABBI MARX IS TO PREACH 


The Jewish Observance Will Begin at 
Six This Evening and End at 
Six Tomorrow Evening. ~

This is the day of atonement of the Jews 
ef all the world. They will begin its ob- 
servance at 6 o’clock this evening. 

All the devout Hebrews in the city will 
close their stores and from 6 o’clock Fri- 
day evening until 6 o’clock Saturday even- 
ing they will fast. It is their custom to 
neither drink nor eat during these twenty- 
four hours. 

Services will be held at the temple, begin- 
nin:, at 6 o’clock this afternoon, and again 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock. Rabbi 
Marx will deliver a special lecture at each 


service. 

The celebration of this day of atonement, 
or Yom Kippur, as it is known to the He- 
brews, is most sacred. They spend twenty- 
four hours in praying and asking for as- 
sistance and aid from the Almighty to do 
better the next year. The asking for the 
foregiveness of their sins for the past 
year is also an important subject. 

Yom Kippur marks the coming in of the 
new year. It follows ten day-= after Rosh 
Hashana and what sin has been committed 
during the year is repented of. Rosh 
Hashana is celebrated as the going out of 
the old year and the coming in of the new, 
but the new year does not really begin un- 
til 6 o’clock this evening. 

Yom Kippur was observed during the 
days of Moses by burnt offerings. As 
an atonement for their sins the Jews made 
offerings of sheep and goats to be burned. 
At present the burnt offering has been 
done away with and the day of atonement 
is spent in prayer and fasting. 

The services at the temple, corner of 
Garnett and Forsyth, will be most impres- 
sive and many who heard the eloquent lect- 
ure of Rabbi Marx on Rosh Hashana are 
sure of being given a rare treat this af- 
ternoon and tomorrow morning. 

The orthodox Jews will observe the day 
with due ceremonies and will also fast. 
They will hold services at their hall on 
Decatur street. Mr. Simonoff will officiate, 
assisted by members of the congregation. 
At the hall of the orthodox services will 
be held this evening at 6 o'clock and to- 
morrow morning at 7 o’clock. The services 
at the temple will begin this evening at 6 
o’clock and tomorrow at 10 o’clock, Dr. 
Marx officiating at both services.

The Long Lost Money Lender Says He 
Was in Atlanta Wednesday. 


HE WILL BE TRIED TODAY 


The Case Was Set Yesterday Morning 
and He Was Released on Bis 
Own Recognizance. 


When Judge Foute reached his courtroom 
yesterday morning he found awaiting him 
John 8. Smith, for whom a warrant had 
been issued the day before by Moody & 
Brewster, charging him with larceny after 
trust, 

Mr. Smith says he knew nothing of the 
taking out of the warrant until he read 
an account of the proceedings in yesterday 
morning’s Constitution. He denies that he 
was out of the city and has secured several 
affidavits in support of his statements.

He appeared at Judge Foute’s court early 
yesterday morning and demanded an im- 
mediate hearing. The case wus set for 
this morning and Smith was released on 
his own recognizance.

Last week 
the exports were only 21,40 and it looks 
now as if shipments during September and 
October wouid the smallest in many 
years, 

There was a firmer tone to exchange 
Tuesday and a weaker one to the stock 
market, showing how sensitive specula- 
tion is on the subject. For it is well un- 
‘derstood that, barring artificial aid, the 
exchanges’ cannot long remuin in their 
present abnormal state without the re- 
currence of gold exports on a !arge scale. 
Pending the removal of uncertainty as 10 
that possibility a traders’ market is about 
the best that can be expected. 

Such a market was in painful evidence 
Tuesday. Dealings in rallroad = stocks 
were well within the most extreme 
midsummer limit, two industrials standing 
for 75,00 shares in @ total for the day 
of 254, So they do not call for more 
than the passing comment that the mar- 
ket appeared to be rather full of stecxs, 
with some speculative liquidation in ;ro- 
gress. 

Early in the day the strength of ex- 
change was the unpleasant reature and 
later there were reports that Crossman & 
bro. would ship a million gold. The pro- 
posed shipnient was explained as ‘‘triangu- 
lar.”” However that may be, the reasons 
for it are perpendicular. They are furnish- 
ed as everybody knows by natural condi- 
tions which no human power can control, 
save for the time being, as was dune hy 
the bond syndicate last spring.

I came to Chicago expecting and 
prepared to take up the hearing before the 
master in chancery, but have been re- 
quested by the other side to hold off fora 
few days in order that they may have an 
opportunity to submit a proposition to me. 
What this proposition is, I was not in- 
formed, but I granted the request for an- 
other postponement of the case on the 
premise that it will be forthcoming very 
scon. 

“I will give the attorneys ‘or the Chi- 
cago gas companies a week's times in 
which to prepare it. lf the proposition is 
not submitted within that time I 
insist on a resumption of the hearing be- 
fore the master in chancery. I am now 
prepared to take up that case and don’t 
propose to lose any more iime than is 
necessary. If the proposition which Il 
have been asked to consider has reference 
to a reorganization of the companies it 
will necessarily have to provide for the 
abolishment of the method of-holding the 
stock in trust. Unless this is done it will 
not come within the laws of this state.’’ 


The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., September 26.--The Iror 
Trade Review today says: “The double 
effort put forth recently to stem the tide 
of the advances in fron und steel was tem- 
porarliy successful. Sales of bessemer vig 
iron by a large western buyer at prices 
from 50 cents to $1 below those previously

Lake Su- 
perior charcoal, which was sléw to catch 
the step, has made more rapid advances 
in October than any other iron and is now 
$15.25 to $16 at lake port. Steel billets are 
for the time being affected by the peculiar 
conditions surrounding bessemer iron. 
Pittsburg sales have been at $23.75@3$24. In 
the Cleveiand district steel has been quiet. 
Chicago billet sales were 15,000 tons in the 
week. Plate milis begin to show greater 
eagerness for work. In the Cleveland dis- 
trict a western mill compelled Pittsburg to 
g0 below what had been accepted as mar- 
ket, and now a sharp struggzle is on between 
Chicago and Pitisburg for several thou- 
sand tons of material for an upper leke 
snipyard.

They were met early yesterday morning 
by.a committee from the exposition man- 
agement at the Oriental hotel, where they 
are quartered, and were taken out to the 
grounds escorted by Mr. W. A. Hemphill, 
president pro tem. of the exposition; Mr. 
W. G. Cooper, commissioner of publicity 
and promotion; Captain John A. Miller, a 
former citizen of Kentucky; Dr. W. 8. 
Elkin, and Mr. dack J. Spalding, both of 
whom are natives of the blue grass se€c- 
tion. 

It is said that the colonels from Kentucky 
all brought hand satchels with them. There 
need not be any wicked inferences drawn 
from this ‘observation, however, for a 
Kentuckian has as much right to carry a 
gripsack with him on a trip as a Georgia 
editor has to take along a linen duster 
with huge pockets on the inside. 

There are a great many charming ladies 
with the party of Kentucky editors—fair 
types of the beautiful women of the Blue 
Grass State. 

The ladies were not kept waiting long by 
the editors yesterday morning just before 
going out to the exposition grounds, It 
doesn’t take long for Kentuckians to see 
that ubiquitous ‘‘man around the corner,”’ 
so the trip was only delayed a few min- 
utes. 

When they arrived at the grounds they 
were cordially received on the part of the 
exposition management. After taking their 
first glimpse of the fair the editors held 
a meeting on the forestry building. 

Here they were again welcomed by Pres- 
ident W. A. Hemphill, who made a speech 
in behalf of the citizens of Atlanta and the 
exposition management, bidding the editors 
thrice welcome. 

In welcoming the editors Mr. Hemphill 
paid a beautiful tribute to the state of 
Kentucky. He said: “It is, indeed, a 
pleasure to welcome the men and women 
who represent the chivalry and beauty of 
a state so famed for its fair daughters 
and chivalrous sons as is Kentucky. You 
come from a state which stands conspicu- 
ous in typifying all things excellent. You 
boast with pardonable pride of the charms 
of your women, of the fleet-footed ani- 
mals of the turf which have startled the 
world at their records on the track, of 
the value of your whisky—for medicinal 
purposes—(laughter)—and of the spirit of 
knightly chivalry which .pulsates behind 
every heart in your great state. Kentucky 
is proud of her editors, and weil she may 
be, for no state can boast of a more 
knightly set of men. Kentucky owes a 
great debt of gratitude to her press which 
has always been a glorious factor in her 
upbuilding, Georgians are glad to wel- 
come you and hope to make your visit a 
pleasant one.’”’ 

This was responded to by President J. 
B. Nall, of the Kentucky Press Associa- 
tion, in a happy strain. In referring to the 
charms and attractions of the exposition 
he mentioned the beautiful body of water 
—Lake Clara Meer—and it was evident that 
the sight of so much water was quite a 
consideration with the guests from Ken- 
tucky, though one of them was heard. to 
frankly remark afterwards that he candid- 
ly couldn’t see the reason for so much 
water.

The next thing on the programme was 
dinner, and the visiting editors were treated 
to a genuine old-fashioned barbecue of the 
Georgia variety by Sheriff Calloway, of 
the county of Wilkes, who has a barbecue 
place on the grounds. This was one of the 
most enjoyable features of the programme.

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RITZ HAS GONE 


Corbett, from Whom He Is Trying To 
Take the Championship, Is Coming. 


FITZ IS READY FOR THE FRAY 
Corbett Will Be in the City Next Tues- 
day and Will Entertain the Peo- 
ple That Evening. 


Bob Fitzsimmons and his lion left the 
city early yesterday morning. ’ 

Jim Corbett and his man Brady will be 
here next Tuesday and then the lovers of 
the prize ring in Atlanta will be more 
abundantly equipped with information 
about the coming fight than they have 
ever been. 

Fitz and his party had a good night’s 
rest.at the Kimball after the show Wednes- 
day night and were out early yesterday 
morning ready for the train. Early as it 
was there were several admirers of the 
pugilist on hand to bid him goodby and to 
wish him success in his coming fight with 
the champion of the heavy-weight class. 
In that indifferent manner he has always 
shown, Fitz listened to the many kind ex- 
pressions about him and without respond- 
ing in any way indicated an.impatience for 
the departure of the train, on which he 
rode to Montgomery, where he was billed 
for an appearance last night. 

The morning greeting between Fitz and 
his lion was rather effusive. Fitz opened 
the door of the cage and called the lion out. 
Nero came from the iron bars and wound 
himself about Fitz’s legs affectionately and 
kindly, the prize fighter petting the lion 
all the time. 

Martin Julien, Fitz’s manager, was kept 
quite busy but not too busy to talk in- 
terestingly about the champion  middle- 
weight. 

“This time next week,”’ said he, ‘‘we shall 
be busy at work at Corpus Chrsti and Fitz 
will be doing the work that shall fit him 
for the greatest fight of his life. Fitz is 
sure that he can win out and so am I. One 
thing that makes every one connected with 
Bob feel sure that he will conquer, is Bob’s 
positive assurance that he will win. No 
amount of persuasion will induce him to 
think for one minute that Corbett has any 
chance to win the fight if he is given a 
fair showing. ° | 

“That he will have a fair showing there 
is no doubt, for we are here for the pur- 
pose of seeing that he does get that very 
thing. It would be foolish for us to think 
of submitting to Brady’s proposition to se- 
lect the referee two weeks before the fight 
and we will not do so under any conditions 
whatever. In this fight Fitz has more at 
stake than Corbett and we don’t intend to 
lose one point that we are entitled to. 
There is a great deal of interest in the 
result of this fight and there are many 
people in the world who would like to know 
how it is going to end. If we allow that 
referee selected now and it goes out to the 
world who it is we will have the chance 
of the worst of it by all means. Especiallv 
will we get the worst of it if the man 
who is selected can be influenced by money 
or in any other way. There are now thou- 
sands of dollars lying around that can 
be brought to bear upon the result of this 
battle and if the referee is known he will 
be subjected to all kinds of propositions 
from some one. All we want is a fair ° 
and equal showing: and if we lose the 
fight after we have had that we will not 
complain the least. 

“All this talk about selecting the referee 
is bosh. Why, more than one referree has 
been selected:on the day of the fight, and 
is bosh. Why, more than one referee has 
been chosen at the ringside just before 
the fight began. They are talking too lute 
to find a man for the responsible work 
twenty-four hours before the fight. Now 
suppose, and they. are basing all their 
argument on suppositions, that we selcct 
a referee now and he should die the day 
before the fight, wha. would be done? I 
don’t imagine that anything of the kind 
will ever happen, but if it did, would they 
be any worse off than if the selection were 
postponed as it shall be to the day before 
the fight? Now they say that maybe at 
that late day we will not be able to 
agree on a man, and that that would pre- 
vent the fight. There is no reason in the 
world to think that we won’t agree. All 
we have to do is to name a man, and if 
he is all right it will have to be a go. 
Suppose Brady shoul@ name a man and I 
should name one. Then we should agree 
to leave it to some good square man, say 
for instance Dwyer, what would the result 
be? When Brady presented the name of 
his man it would be my place to protest 
against him, end to name my objections. 
If any one of my objections were good, 
of course Mr. Dwyer would say so. But 
if none of them wer2 good in his opinion, 
I would have to submit to him. So it 
would be with Brady. 

‘‘No, all we want in this matter is a 
square, fair shake, and with that and that 
only we will be satisfied.’’ 

Corbett is booked to reach the city next 
Tuesday morning, and will be received at 
the union depot hy quite a number of his 
friends and admirers in Atlanta. 

He will pass the day at his hotel and on 
the exposition grounds, where he is to ride 
in the afternoon in a carriage by the 
Peachtree route. In the evening he will 
appear in a turn with some of his mien, 
and the event promises to attract a large 
crowd of lovers of the ring and admirers 
of Corbett. 

Large lithographs of Corbett were scat- 
tereil over the billboards yesterday, and 
last evening*it was hard to turn a corner 
without seeing the face of the heavy- 
weight champinn. He will have with him 
besides Brady, his manager, Delaney, Mc- 
Veigh and his brother, Joe Corbett, and his 
stay in the city will be made as pleasant 
as possible.

What the Railroads Have Done for the 
Winter Traffic to the Southwest. 
Other Railroad News. 


The new schedules between Atlanta and 
the west have been agreed on by the rail- 
roads at interest and will go into effect 
October 6th. 

These schedules mean a new and im- 
proved passenger service between the 
great cities of the east and the Pacific slope 
and the time that is to be made in con- 
nection with the service that is offered will 
surely win the attention of the traveling 
public and make the route through Atlan- 
ta the chief route to the west from now. 

There will be a double daily service be- 
tween New York and the Pacific coast 
through Atlanta with a schedule that vill 
work particularly to the benefit of At- 
lanta. 

The roads at interest are the Southern, 
the Atlanta and West Point, the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Southern Pacific. 

President George C. Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point, has been the leader 
in the movement by which the new service 
is secured. Several meetings have been 
held in his office in this city of represen- 
tatives of both the passenger and the oper- 
ating departments of the roads at interest 
and the result of such conferences has 
been the new schedules. 

According to the new figures chere will 
be a double daily schedule from New York 
through Atlanta to the Pacific coast as 
follows: 

Leave New York 4:30 p. m., arrive Atlan- 
ta 3:55 p. m.; leave Atlanta 4:20 p. m., ar- 
rive New Orleans 7:30 and there make di- 
rect connection with the Southern Pacific 
for the far west with its splendid through 
line to the Pacific coast.

Returning this same schedule wil leave 
New Orleans at 7:30 p. m., arrive Atlanta 
11:40 a. m.; leave Atlanta by way of the 
Southern at 12 m., arrive New York 12:50 
p. m. 

There will be another train which will 
connect in New Orleans with the lanious 
Sunset limited on the following schedules: 
Leave New York 12:30 a. m., arrive Atlanta 
5:20 a. m.; leave Atlanta 5:35 a. m., ar- 
rive New Orleans 8:10 p. m. instead of 
arriving in New Orleans at 10:30, as at 
present, the Louisville and Nashville hav- 
ing taken up several hours of the sched- 
ule from Montgomery to New Orivans. 

Returning this same train will leave New 
Orleans at 7:30 a. m., arrive at Atlanta 
11:05 p. m.; leave Atlanta by way of the 
Southern 11:15 p. m., arrive New York 7:30 
a. m. 

Making direct connection with the cele- 
brated Sunset limited of the Southern 
Pacific, it is easy to see that this train is 
one of the most desirable for quick sched- 
ules on the great line that leads from the 
east to the southwest. 

The Atlanta and West Point, in addi- 
tion to this schedulé will have an cxtra 
train to run as follows: Leave Atlanta 
11:30 p. m., arrive Montgomery 6:50 a. m.

Mr. Warren 8S. Brown, president of the 
board of revenue of Montgomery county, 
down in Alabama, is in the city.

The last legislature of Ala- 
bama authorized the county fo issue $300,- 
000 in bonds for building more roads and 
improving the present one permanently. 
Some gravel is now being used jn the im- 
provements there and Mr. Brown is here 
to get a satisfactory rate for bringing this 
gravel to the county.

DEMANDED A LAWYER. 


EDWARD SYME CLAIMS TO HAVE 
HAD NO CHANCE TO GET ONE. 


Judge Calhoun Says That Prisoners 
Must Be Given an Opportunity 
To Secure Attorneys. 


Edward Syme, alias Sage, alias Scheelz, 
the alleged crooked hotel guest, will have 
to run the gantlet in the city police court 
this afternoon. He is now charged with 
violating the city ordinance prohibiting ob- 
jectionable characters from remaining in 
the city. 

The man of names was arrested in a Ma- 
rietta street hotel last Monday morning. 
It is said that he registered in at least four 
hotels in the city under different names 


and then attempted to get away with val- 
uable belongings at each. He was cap- 
tured by Detectives Conn and Mehaffey 
about 4 o’clock Monday morning while leav- 
ing the Colonial hotel. 

Yesterday the arresting officers decided 
to arraign Syme in the police court and 
prosecute him on the charge mentioned, 
leaving it discretionary with the court as 
‘to whether he should be bound over to the 
state courts on a more serious charge. It 
is said by the officers and others that the 
man is suspected of robbing guests at two 
or three of the hotels. 

When arraigned yesterday Syme demand- 
ed an opportunity to secure a lawyer. He 
said that he had been locked up in a cell 
down stairs for three days and not given an 
opportunity to send a message to a lawyer 
or to any one else. He said that he had 
asked one of the detectives to send or tele- 
phone for an attorney for him but that it 
had not been done. 

Syme complained to the court of his 
treatment since his incarceration, claiming 
that he had not been allowed an opportun- 
ity to converse with any one in the prison. 

Judge Calhoun said that he did not doubt 
that the man desired a lawyer and that the 
practice of locking men up without giving 
them a chance to get attorneys to defend 
them could not be countenanced. The court 
said that he would postpone the case until 
today, instructing the officers to send for 
an attorney for Syme. 

Detectives Conn and Mehaffey stated that 
Syme had never asked them to’ send for an 
attorney for him. The detectives said that 
they would have willingly sent for an at- 
torney had Syme asked for one. 

There has récently been a great deal of 
complaint among prisoners about their 
treatment in the station house. The princi- 
pal complaint seems to be that the prison- 
ers have no means of sending messages out 
to friends in the city.

LIGHT LAST NIGHT] 


Tne Buildings and Grounds at the Expo- 
sition Lighted Up Last Night. 


THE MIDWAY WAS ABLAZE 


At Last the Management Has Got the 
Lighting Apparatus in Shape. 
The Grounds Were Beautiful. 


— 


The grounds and all the buildings of the 
exposition were illuminated last night for 
the first time. 

The electric fountain did not play be- 
cause a pipe has been broken. That will, 
however, soon be repaired and on Satur- 
day evening the fount will play and the 
grounds will again be ablaze. 

The illumination of the grounds and 
buildings is a sight worth seeing. About 
the sides, roofs and cupolas of every bulid- 
ing are myriads of various colored incan- 
descent lights, and thrown‘over the park- 
ing and grounds are thousands of arc 
lights. 

The government building, the forestry 
building and machinery hall were particu- 
larly beautiful in their illumination, and 
from the roof of the latter four powerful 
searchlights played their rays avout the 
grounds and upon the surrounding wood- 
land hills. 

The Midway’ was ablaze—the Phoenix 
wheel advertising the outfit in its bouquet 
of revolving variegated lights. The great 
wheel was one mass of red, white and 
blue lights. 

The Midway Ablaze. 

All the shows of the midway being thor- 
oughly lighted for thé first time attracted 
the great crowds and last night was a 
gala one for the shows. They were all 
open and in full blast. The Mexican village 
was going at full tilt; the camels of the 
streets of Cairo were lugging their human 
freight up and down the alley, while the 
dusky-haired and dowdy damsels shook 
their shoulders in the dance du . ventre 
within the theater; the chute was shooting 
crowds down its incline into the water; 
the Dahomeyans were raising a bedlam of 
a@ noise in their village; the boys of the 
town were listening to music and drinking 
beer in the German village where revelry 
runs as the night grows; the beauties of 
the beauty show posed for the throngs of 
visitors; the Chinese women played to a 
similar audience next door, while the men 
beat their noisy instruments in the thea- 
ter; the Vaudeville theater was in full 
blast attracting the cream of the crowd, 
because it is the cream of the midway; the 
illusions, the Indian village, the Ostrich 
farm, the Gypsy village, the haunted 
swing, the Moorish palace, the Egyptian 
ladies, the scenic theater and the mystic 
maze caught their share of the crowds, and 
so did the southern plantation, one of the 
cleanest and cleverest shows on the 
grounds. 

Yes, it was a great night on the: Mid- 
Way under the glare of its lights. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the corps of policemen 
on the Midway is not as complete as the 
lights. 

Freedom of act and speech is what all 
men love, but there is such a thing as be- 
ing too -fmee of speech. 

The Midway is complete and there are 
many good things in it which all people 
would see. But if the Midway will be a 
success it is necessary for the showmen 
themselves to aid the officers in main- 
taining the very best of order both within 
and without their enclosures and buildings.

James Creelman, who has been studying 
the exposition for the benefit of The New 
York World’s reading patrons, leaves this 
morning for Columbia, 8S. C. He goes to 
the state of Tillman and Evans to make u 
study of the unique politics there. Creel- 
man is a student of men and affairs. He 
is a close observer and presents the result 
ot his observations in clear and vigorous 
form. He goes right into the heart of 
things and if there is any lesson in any 
subject which he has to handle, he brings 
it out. Questions that affect the condi- 
tions and rights of people, as well as their 
moral and civil advancement, have par- 
ticular fascination for -him and the power 
of his pen is always used in the interest 
of good government and good mcrals. Theo 
constitutional convention of Seuth Caroli- 
na appealed to Creelman’s mind as having 
a deep significance for the people of John 
Gary Evans’s state, and he goes to Colum- 
bia on his own account to see ‘how the 
framers of that impdrtant document pro- 
pose to deal with the rights of the peo- 
ple. Creelman will find out and he wil 
let the readers of The World know, 

A genial-faced gentieman, who from his 
appearance might be a first-class drainatic 
atar, is conspicuous at the exposition 
grounds. He manages a swell restaurant 
on the grounds and is the genius who guyi- 
ed the fortunes of the sweilest restaurant 
at the world’s fair—the Administration res- 
taurant, where he gave scores of big 
lunches to notable people. He it was who 
gave the luncheon to the Infanta Eulalia 
when she was the toast of America and 
particularly of Chicago. He catered to tlie 
epicurean taste of the Spanish princess in 
a manner that simply delighted her Chica 
go entertainers. 


The Dahomeyan baby, of whom mention 
has been made in The Constitution, is 
thriving. The youngster is now nearly two 
weeks old and seems to grow strong and 
lusty on the breezes of the Midway. The 
hideous music of the tom-toms and vocal 
exercises of the Dahomeyans does not 
seem to have disturbed the peace of the lit- 
tle black slip of humanity. He goes the 
even tenor of his way as if he were living 
in a real village in his native country, 
rather than in a Midway show among 
strangers. 


The gondolas and the gondoliers are 
missed. The real Venetian article was 
promised us, but for some reason the con- 
cessionaires did not come to time. The 
graceful little launches on Clara Meer, 
while they are pleasant enough, do not 
seem to meet the requirements. The young 
people pine for the gondoliers—reminders 
of Venice. Perhaps they will show up yet. 
The launches, apparently, are not troubled 
with more work than they can do. Some- 
how, the fascination of the lake has not 
yet proven stronger than the charm of 
the grounds, and the patronage of the 
launches is not as great as it might be. 

The pass department is one of the busiest 
branches of the exposition. The average 
citizen has no idea of the great number of 
passes issued*to the exposition. None are 
issued without good cause. The press is 
on the pass ‘list—the bona fide representa- 
tives of the press—but the newspaper men 
make up a small item in the total. There 
are hundreds of employes, exhibitors, con- 
cessionaires, concessionaires’ employes and 
others to whom free passes must be issued. 
For each pass a picture is necessary, and 
the work of pasting in the pictures, num- 
bering and recording the passes and other 
detail work, incident to the issuance of the 
passes, keep a large force busy. Chier Fel- 
der’s office is a veritable hive of industry. 
Several clerks are kept busy preparing the 
passes for distribution and. there is con- 
stantly a crowd in front of the railing 
calling for the passes.

The lowest or maxi- 
mum temperature has stood at from 6% 
degrees Thursday morning to 71 degrees 
Monday morning. From January Ist to 
August 6th there was an accumulated de- 
ficiency of heat amounting to 561 degrees. 
This departure from the’ normal has since 
that time been reduced by 182 degrees and 
now amounts to 379 degrees, 155 degrees of 
the deficiency having been made up during 
the present month. 

Mr. Hunt says that while the tendency 
to even up somewhat presages a warm 
October, he thinks there will be many 
cool, pleasant days before November sets 
in; but he is of the opinion that any at- 
tempt at definitely forecasting the tem- 
perature for more than thirty-six or forty- 
eight hours ahead is an_ impossibility. 
Pointing to a weather chart before him 
he explained that at the extreme north- 
western station the line of another cool 
wave which had caused a drop in the 
temperature near Miles City, Montana, to 
36 «degrees. He believed that to. the 
far north of the section there might be 
a mountain of dry cold air that would in 
a few days send its chilling winds through 
to the gulf of Mexico and Florida penin- 
sula, and, on the ot@cr hand, it might 
amount to only a very’ slight fall in the 
temperature tnat would not be felt south 
of.the Missouri valley. 

Mr. Hunt said while speaking of the 
treachery of the weuther: 

“It is like a ship at sea or a train be- 
yond telegraphic communivation. We van 
tell but very little about it until it gets 
within range of our telegraph stations. 

“TI would like to have corrected the re- 
port that I had predicted a cold wav:-,”’ 
Mr. Hunt said. “I only predicted cooler 
weather, and though I was disappointed 
in gettirg it as cool as the conilitions 
seemed to warrant, the temperature did 
fali several degrees. With such tempera- 
tures and barometric pressure as prevail- 
ed to the north and west of this state, 
a man who would have failed to have 
predicted cooler weather would have 
known nothing about the indications.’’ 

For the next day or two the weather 
will probably be about the same te:npera- 
ture as at present. The wind has bcen 
increasing just a little, and this of itself 
will make the conditions a little more 
pleasant. The sunshine is hot quite so 
heavy, all of which will add to the com- 
fort of the sweltering peopie.
